The deportees, laden with suit- 
cases and boxes, trudged through ~ 
the deep snow, laughing and sing- 
ing revolutionary songs as they 
neared the border. Hearty cheers 
were raised by the Russtans wait- 
ing for them on the other side of 
the frozen Systerbak river, which 
separates the Finnish and bolshe- 
viki lines. Willing hands helped

CHANDLER URGES 
AID TO SAVE THE 
HUNGER-STRICKEN

Washington, January 19.—Repre- 
Senting the newly-formed Baltic 
and Caucasian republics, Walter M. 
Chandler, former representative of 
New York, urged the house ways 
and means committee to aid Estho- 
nia, Latvia, Lithuania, Azerbaidjan 
and Georgia in the proposed loan of 
$150,000,000 to starving European 
countries, in a statement issued to- 
day. He asked that the president 
and the senate recognize “at once 
the independence of all those brave 
little non-Russian republics.” 


Not only Poland, he stated, but 
these nations also are engaged in 
protecting their borders against the 
invasion of the Russian bolshevist 
armfes. He said that they were like- 
wise suffering from want of clothes 
and urged that they be furnished 
with arms as well as food. 

Pointing out in detail why he 
thought these nations were entitled 
to autonomy, he said that “the ter- 
ritory of each of the Baltic and Cau- 
casian republics is large enough, 
that the population is adequate, that 
the earmarks of nationality under 
Mr. Wilson's definition of self-deter- 
mination are present, that the edu- 
cational status of the people of Es- 
thonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Azerbaid- 
jan and Georgia is superior to that 
of Russia and that centuries of cruel 


oppression have been visited by Rus- 


sia upon each of them.” 

In concluding, he said: “Their 
proportionate share of the $150,000,- 
000 to be voted should be generously 
allotted them, rifles should be placed 
in their hands by the hundreds of 
thousands if Poles are to receive 
them and that sympathy and encour-

The affidavits recite that it 
was taken from an export bonded 
warehouse and removed to a free

Senator Smith Predicts 
at Meeting of Freight 


Bureau That Some Im- 
partial Tribunal Wil] 
Also Fix Wages of Em- 
ployees in Future. 


oa 
That the government will provide 
for the fixing of wages of railroad 


by a competent and impartial trib- 
unal, was the prediction of Senator 
Hoke Smith, who was the principal 
speaker at the eighteenth annual 
meeting of the Atlanta Freight bu- 
reau Monday night at the Ansley 
hotel, 

The address followed the annua! 
report of H. E. Choate, chairman of 
the bureau, to the body. The gath- 
ering was the largest in the history 
of the organization, and many prom- 
inent citizens were present, includ- 
ing Mayor Key, Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley, Bolling H. Jones and others. 
Preceding the program of epeeches, 
an elaborate banquet was enjoyed. 

Werk of Berennu. 

The report of Mr. Choate outlined 
the accomplishments of the body 
during the past year, and showed 
how the shippers of the city had 
Words of 
commendation were contained in the 
report for the efficient services of 
the secretary and traffic manager 
of the bureau, Harry T. Moore. 

The report of the treasurer, John 
M. Cooper, showed a much larger 
balance over that of the last annual 
report. The next and final report 
was made by Harry T. Moore, the 
secretary. The business session con- 
cluded with the election of twenty- 
five directors, most of whom were 
members of the 1919 board. 
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Preliminary to his address Senator 
Smith congratulated the bureau upon 
its increased membership. 

Mr. Smith said that the railroads 
would be returned to their owners 
and that either the interstate com- 
meree or some other body created 
for that purpose would be given au- 
thority. to fix the pay and hours of 
labor of railroad employees. The 
rights of the public would then not 
be left at the pleasure of either cap- 
ital or labor, he added, but a com- 
petent tribunal to give impartial 
justice to all three would be found. 


Senator Smith said, in part: 
Senator Smith gaid, in part: 
Return of Ralilroads. 

“When you fixed the 19th as the 
date for your annual banquet, I felt 
confident by that time I could give 
you quite definite information about 
the bills which would pass congress 
providing for the return of the ralil- 
roads to their owners. I regret 
that many provisions of the bilis 
are still in conference, and the ac- 
tion of the conference has so far 
been tentative. 

“A few tnings, however, can be 
regarded as certain, with reference 
to the legis.ation. There will be a 
substantial enlargement of the pow- 
ers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The commission will be 
gwiven full authority to regulate 
rates and service, requiring own- 
ers to handle problems of trans- 
portation to facilitate seryice. 

“Either the interstate commerce 
commission or some other body 
created by the bill will be given 
authority «to fix the pay of em- 
ployees and the hours of labor. It 
will be illegal to pay or receive 
more or less for transportation than 
the compensation fixed by the com- 
mission, and it willl be made illegal 
to pay or recelve more or less to or 
by employees than the compensa- 
tion fixed by the commission, or 
by some impartial tribunal created 
by law to decide disputes between 
employers and employees engaged 
in transportation, 

“The principle will be recognized 
that the interests of three classes 
must be considered in connection 
with transportation—these classes 
are the owners of the properties, 
those employed to operate the prop- 
erties, and the public who are to 
be served. The policy: will be to 
insure capital and labor fair treat- 
ment, but the principle will be fully 
recognized that transportation com- 
panies owe a duty to the public, and 
the public must be served—and con- 
tinuotusly served, 


Impartial Tribunal. 


“The right will not be permitted 
owners of the roads or employees 
of the roads to deny the public rea- 


sonable and continuous service. The 
public will neither be left at the 
pleasure of capital or labor, but a} 
tribunal to give impartial justice | 
to all three will be sought. | 

“Some plan of consolidation will} 
be provided, and pooling systems | 
under government supervision will, | 
to a limited extent, be permitted, | 
and in some instances, even re-| 
quired.

in the spring of 1917 the rail- 
— companies applied for freight 
ncrease of 15% on freight charges. 
They had received during the three 
years prior to that date, in the cen- 
tral division, an increase of 5 per 
cent, in the western division an in- 
crease between 5 and 10 per cent 
and in the southeastern division an 
increase between 15 and 20 per cent, 
When the roads sought, in the early 
part of 1917, an increase of 15 per 
cent, I brought these ,facts to the 
attention of the senate in a reso- 
lution calling upon the intersate 
commerce commission to investigate 
and report upon them to the senate, 
and I showed upon the floor of the 
senate that the net revenues of the 
railroad companies for 1915 were 
the largest in their history; that for 
the last six months of 1916 they 
were greater than those of 1915 for 
the same months, and that the rail- 


roads of the country were making 


a net income of 7 per cent on their 
stock values. 

“I discussed especally the proposed 
increase of rates for the roads in 
the southeastern territory, between 


the Potomac and Mississippi rivers,: 


to which there had been allowed in 


1916 an increase of between 15 and 
20 per cent. 

“The senate passed the resolution 
and about the same time I succeed- 
ed in placing upon a bill amending 
the interstate commerce law a pro- 
vision preventing an increase of 
rates until a hearing was had by 
the commission and the proposed 
increased of 15 per cent did not go 
into effect. The railroads continued 
to do a most profitable business 
during the first half of 1917, but the 
government’s demands upon ir 'us- 
tries for war supplies interfered 
with the production of rolling stock 
necessary for railroad equipment, 
and this began to impair service. 

“The railroads also were embar- 
rassed at that time by the rather 
careless use of the privilege of cre- 
ating priorities of shipments, which 
congress had conférred upon the 
president. This authority to create 
priorities was the result of an ad- 
ministration measure presented to 
congress early June, which, 4s 
originally drawn, gave the president 
authority to ‘issue orders direct, or 
through such person or persons as 
he might designate for the purpose, 
creating priorities in transportation. 
The bill was, in my opinion, a wide- 
open opportunity for graft and pri- 
orities based upon favoritism. The 
transportation companies were re- 
quired, by the bill, to comply with 
these orders and freed from any lia- 
bilities under existing law for fail- 
ure to accept shipments that would 
in any way interfere with the pri- 
orities. 

Was Opposed to Bill. 

“I opposed this bill upon the floor 
of the senate, and kept up a run- 
ning fight against it for eight days, 
maintaining all the time my perfect 
willingness to have priorities given 
for government supplies, and for 
supplies for all those countries en- 

aged in war against Germany, but 
F aeotneted against allowing men 
scattered all over the United States 
to exercise the authority of creat- 
ing priorities entirely disconnected 
with war service. I also urged that 
the power ought not to be given to 
the president, who knew nothing 
about railroad transportation, but 
should be placed upon a commis. 
sion, responsible to the public and 
to congress. I finally succeeded in 
having the authority to create prior- 
ities limited to shipments of com- 
modities essential to the prosecution 
of the war, but it was insisted that 
the president desired the control of 
the subject placed in himself, and 
those whom he might name to exer- 
cise it—and congress passed the act. 

‘The act, even as amended, was 
greatly abused, and used to the ex- 
tent of creating prioirties for the 
shipment of private automobiles to 
the lowest grade officers in camps, 
under the pretext of being commod- 
ities essential to the prosecution of 


|eration of normal business by the 


the war. Such prioities substantial- 
ly interfered with the successful op- 


railroad companies. 

“By the latter part of 1917 it was 
apparent that legislation was neces- 
sary to relieve the railroads from 
embarrassment, and a plan was un- 
der consideration to remove. their 
difficulties in three ways. First, by 
authorizing pooling under the super- 
vision of a board of control; second, 
by giving the railroads a general in- 
crease o per cent; and third, by 
‘appropriating $500,000,000 for con- 
struction of rolling stock to be 
owned by the government and leased 
to the railroad companies on an am- 
ortization plan. 


“So far as my information went, 
railroad officials agreed that with 
such legislation they would be 
amply capable of handling the situa- 
tion. This plan was in view at the 
time congress adjourned for the hol- 
iday recess in December, 1917, but 
during the recess the president took 
over all the railroads, and their op- 
eration by the government began. 
After this it was not practical to 
continue operation by the owners 
during the war. 

Opposed Administ n. 

‘Upon the re-assembling’ of con- 
gress in January, 1918, an adminis- 
tration bill was submitted for the 
management of the railroads. This 
bill took authority away from the 
interstate commerce commission, 
leaving the rate making power en- 
tirely with the president, and pro- 
vided that the railroads could not 
thereafter be returned to their own- 
ers unless congress, by affirmative 
action, should determine that they 
should be so returned. I, with oth- 
ers, opposes many features of this 
bill. We succeeded in retaining 
some of the power in the interstate 
commerce commission, and also lim- 
ited the operation of the railroads, 
under the direction of the president, 
to twenty-one months after the con- 
clusion of the war. I was opposed 
to placing upon the president the 
burden of managing the railroads. 
I believed the country should be di- 
vided into twelve districts, with a 
railroad director selected from each 
district, and with a board of di- 
rectors thus constituted put in 
charge of the railroads, to operate 
them for the government. 

“The administration insisted upon 
putting the entire control in thehands 
of the president, and as in other 
instances, where the same question 
was involved, the congress yielded 
to the wishes of the administration. 
I cannot take the time to give you 
in detail the history of the man- 
agement of the railroads under the 
direction of the president. You 
know how rates and expenses of 
operation increased. In spite of 
the enormous increase of charges 
for freight, and passenger transpor- 
tation, it is estimated that the loss 
to the government was actually 
$650,000,000, besides $375,000,000 of 
ee claims yet to be set- 
tled.

“Our country ifs so large that no 
man, or half-dozen men, know the 
railroad problems and conditions 
of localities which can enable them 
intelligently to handle all the ralil- 
roads of the country. I cannot illus- 
trate this fact better than to call 
your attention to two orders with 
reference to our own section—one 
of which was signed and promul- 
gated, and the other was signed 
and stopped before it was promul- 
gated, 

“The first order to which I refer 
provided that the rates of transpor- 
tation for the southeastern section.

“The other order provided that 
bills of lading should not be given 
for cotton shipments out of any 
state until the manufacturers of 
the state had been fully supplied. 
This foolish order was stopped be- 
fore it was promulgated. 


Two Good Results. 


Certainly two beneficial results 
have come to us from the operation 
of the railroads by the government. 
First, those who have advocated 
government operation of railroads 
have lost ground, and sentiment 
now is almost overwhelmingly 
against government operation of 
railroads. Second, a large majority 
of the people of this country now 
realize that suspension of the op- 
eration of the railroads would bring 
distress and suffering almost inde- | 
scribable. The government must 
provide means to prevent such a 
calamity. 

“It is now concede dthat the em- 
ployees of railroad companies are 
entitled to an impartial tribunal to 
decide questions involving compen- 
sation and hours and conditions of 
labor, and such tribunal must set- 
tle disputes between employees and 
owners of railroad companies. Nei- 
ther side can be permitted to win 
their disputes by force. 

“General conditions, in many re- 
spects, are much better than they 
were twelve months ago. The war 
produced a_ estate of restlessness 
which continued even after the ar- 
mistice. ‘Scattered through the 
forces of labor in our country were 
many foreign agitators and anarch- 
ists. I congratulate you and our 
country.that vigorous steps are be- 
ing taken to get rid of them. I re- 
joice that in our section there are 
few, if any, L W. W.’s, If there 
are any, may their number grow 
less, until there are none. 


“The general labor conditions of 
the entire country have improved. 
The splendid work of the attorney 
general, in connection with the coal 
strike, stands as a monument to his 
courage and wisdom, and after his 
enforcement of law against union 
miners, he turns to his none the 
less remarkable achievement in his 
endorsement of law against the five 
great packers. Ours is a govern- 
ment of law, and every man who 
loves his country must fearlessly 
stand for the enforcement of law. 
It must be respected by capital and 
labor alike. 

“Our country has made a wonder- 
ful record during the past five years. 
Our foreign commerce has increased 
to astounding figures. From being 
a debtor country we have changed 
to be the creditor nation or the 
world, with production in almost 
every line three times as great as 
that of any other country in the

Tilt Over College Vote. 

Mr.. Hitehcock’s introduction into 
The.

Hitchcock said: “I merely 
wish to say that they show the 
great preponderance of support for 
unqualified ratification or compro- 
mise reservations which we on this 
side advocate, over the dsetructive 
reservations proposed by Senator 
Lodge.” 

Senator Edge, New Jersey, inter- 
rupted to say that the figures 
showed that 34% per cent of those 
voting favored unqualified ratifica- 
tion, while 65% percent were for 
reservations, including the Lodge 
program. 

“There are nearly two votes to 
one against unqualified ratifica- 
tion,”2 observed Senator Edge. 


“Oh, the senator is trying to mix 
oil and water,” retorted Mr. Hitcn- 


cock. “He is trying to make im- 


possible combinations. You can’t 
combine the vote for the Lodge res- 
ervations with anything but tie 
vote to kill the treaty.” 

“IT hope the senator will not at- 
tempt to combine the Lodge reser- 
vations with his interpretative 
ones,” observed Senator McCormick, 
of Illinois. “This vote among the 
colleges was a shepherded vote. As 
soon as it was announced that the 
college poll was to be taken the 
league to enforce peace sent out 
letters offering to send speakers to 
the colleges to discuss the question.

TOO MUCH MOUTH. 


Admiral Sims, testifying before 
the senate committee investigating 
naval service medal awards, said 
that when he was ordered to go to 
London in 1917 he was instructed 
“not to let the British pull the 
wool over your eyes; we don’t 
want to pull their chestnuts out of 
the fire; remember that we would 
as soon fight the British as the 
Germans.” 

This seems to be an instance of 
a subordinate officer talking too 
much—a failing to which Admiral 
Sims is no stranger, for he was 
once reprimanded by President 
Taft for doing the same thing. 

If Admiral Sims told the truth, 
and if such orders as he professed 
to quote were issued—which Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels emphat- 
ically denies—any public statement 
concerning them should have ema- 
nated from headquarters instead of 
from a subordinate in the navy 
department. 

At best Admiral Sims has vio- 
lated propriety; and it is plain 
that his usefulness in the navy has 
been seriously impaired. 

Such breaches of decorum have 
in the past broken the friendships 
of nations; and if there ever was a 
time in history when the Anglo- 
Saxon countries of the world 
should stand together now is such 
a time. 

The Constitution on Sunday pub- 
lished the famous Erzberger letter, 
the keynote of which is that Ger- 
many expects eventually to succeed 
in its purpose to master the world 
by dividing the Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions. The broad policy of the 
Germans, as announced by Erzber- 
ger, is based upon the German hope 
that out of discord betwéen the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples, the Teutons 
will be able to stage an effective 
come-baek and accomplish what 
they set ott to do in 1914. 

Erzberger is the man who signed 
the armistice for the German gov- 
ernment, and the significance of 
his letter is materially heightened 
by the fact that it was written six 
months after Germany’s formal ac- 
knowledgment of defeat. 

At a time like this, when the 
peace and welfare of the world de- 
pends upon Anglo-Saxon solidarity 
and friendship, it is regrettable that 
Admiral. Sims’ mouth should be 
given such wide play. 

Secretary Daniels has been 
prompt to deny that he ever issued 
such an order as Admiral Sims told 
the committee he received. 

At any rate, the talkative admiral 
should be compelled to tell the 
whole story, for if he received any 
such instructions he can specify 
names, dates and places, and if he 
cannot do so he should be relieved 
of his command. 

Admiral Sims is at loggerheads 
with Secretary Daniels over the 
matter of medal awards, and his 
petulancy is clearly attributable to 
that cause. 

The Constitution does not enter 
a discussion of either side of that 
controversy. But we do say that it 
is unbecoming of an admiral of the

In many of the leading European 
cities the police obtain and keep 
& registration of the inhabitants 
of their districts, and know all who 
are indolent and without proper 
means of support. Also they 
promptly obtain information about 


newcomers. This is not done in 
Our American cities. 


Most of our prisons are humanely 
administered; and by good behavior 
a@ convict, after serving half his 
term can be discharged on parole. 
The present punishment has no ter- 
ror for the robber. He should not 
be discharged from prison till there 


is ground for believing he will be 
law-abiding. 


The old-fashioned toll gates, if 
properly managed *by police, on 
roads leading into ¢Gities, can stop 


the present handy use of automo- 
biles by robbers. 

The police officers of European 
cities are paid about as well as we 
pay the officers of our regular 
army. The commissioner of police 
of London is paid $12,000 a year; 
and all police officers, after 26 
years’ service, can retire with pay 
during life equal to two-thirds of 
their salary at the time of retire- 
ment, or,a proportionate amount 
after fifte@én years’ service and res- 
ignation for disability. 

A more efficient and a more nu- 
merous police force in our American 


cities would be an important help 
for the suppression of robberies. 


Admiral Dewey said that the U. 
S. marine service was the best serv- 


ice in the world. Its officers and 
men, like those in the regular army, 
can, after thirty years’ service and 
at the age of 62, retire on three- 
quarters pay for life. It would 
be true economy to put the police 
in Our cities on jyst as good a foot- 
ing. It would secure more efficient 
men. 

I think that those who are at 
the head of our state and city gov- 


ernments should take the initiative 
in trying to effect improvements in 
this matter. It would seem that, 
if three or five of the more able 
and experienced chiefs of police in 
our country would meet and confer, 
they could devise and recommend 
important improvements. 

Of course, popular education, 
kindness in society and the exam- 


ple of justice in government and

Bloom as they did in days of yore | 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
Great interest is manifested in 
Washington over the possible 
changes in British policy which 
may follow the arrival of Viscount 
Grey in England. While in a cer- 
tain sense his American visit .was 
a failure, since he accomplished 
none of the things for which he 
came, did not see the president, see 
the league of nations launched or 
play any public part whatsoever. 
Grey’s visit was by no means ué- 

less nor was his time wasted. 


In his brief stay in Washington 
the British statesman saw represen- 
tatives of all parties and of all 
shades of feeling. He recognized 


clearly and grasped sympathetical- 
ly the fact that opposition to the 
league of nations covenant, as sub- 
mitted to the senate, was not pri- 
marily or exclusively partisan, and 
it is conjectured here that follow- 
ing Grey’s return there will be no 
repetition by Lioyd-George of the 
statement that politics had pro- 
duced the failure of the treaty on 
this side of the water. 


Analyzed Feeling Here. 
Many talks with many republic- 
ans gave Grey a clear view of the 
position of the champtons of the 


reservations in the senate. Turned 
aside frorn the original purpose of 
his visit, the former secretary for 
foreign affairs'took up the neces- 
sary task of analyzingvand apprais- 
ing American feeling. And it is no 
secret in this city that one of the 
controlling reasons for’ the vis- 
eount’s return ’rather sooner than 
had been expected was his feeling 
that the true situation in America 
was not in the least understood in 
Europe: - : 

That the British ambassador be- 
lieved in a league of nations, was 
convinced that such-an interna- 


tional council, had it existed, wou!d 
have been of infinite value in the 
critical days of July, 1914, was clear 
to all who talked: with him. But this 
personal conviction was never 
pressed, nor did Grey at any time 
undertake to become a protagonist 
of the league of nations or a cham- 
pion of any form of covenant, 

Throughout all his public life the 
British ambassador has been a 
warm. friend and admirer of the 
United States, and this admiration 
was greatly increased by his brief 
stay on this side of the ocean. His 
return to England wil}l, therefore, 
it is confidently believed, contribute 
to an immediate change in the 
British official view of: the Ameri- 
can situation. 

It is interesting to note here the 
impression, that Grey made of sim- 
plicity, frankness and. straightfor- 


Wardness, He gave his confidence 
to not a few American newspaper 
men; he talked to them with an 
absence of diplomatic circumlocu- 


ticoh whith won immediate and last- 


ing respect. | 

Reading Probable Ambassador. 

, The question as to whether Grey 
will return an ambassador is open, 
but there is a growing impression 
that he Will not. Present gossip 
points toward Lord Reading, who 
was here for a brief time during 
the’ War ‘and is understood to be 
willing to return, On the other 
hand,’ Grey told many Washington 
friends that he intended to return 
to America and ‘left the impression 
that he would come as a private 
citizen. - -_ 

Grey’s ‘fmfluence in London will 
materially .contribute to improving 
Anglo-American relations, for it is 
urrmista#kable here that there has 
been. increasing irritation. notably 
in’ certain republican quarters, over 
Lloyd-George’s several times re- 
peated allegation that partisan poli- 
tics. alone are responsible for the 
deadlock over the treaty. It can 
be pretty safely guessed that this is 
not Grey’s view, and he is too good 
an observer not to perceive the 
harm -that’ has been already done 
by ‘this charge and the greater harm 
SHAY, might follow further harping 
on this string: 

‘It‘is an .odd circumstance that 
while outside of Washington Grey's 
visit has excited little comment, in 
Washington he has quietly and un- 
obtrusively, but no less potently, 
been felt. He has escaped the 
slightest hint of medding with 
American political questions and 
domestic debates, but he has in- 
vited and obtained from the leaders 
on both sides of the senate, as well 
as from republicans and democrats 
‘outside’ of official circles, views 
which will enable him to clarify 
British opinion on the American 
question. 

Like the French ambassador, Mr. 
Jusserand, Lord Grey has been able 
to preserve and increase the friend- 
ship between his own and the 
American people by methods which 
are strikingly in contrast with that 
employed by Count von Bernstorff, 
with temporary success but with ul- 
timately fatal consequences. With 
Grey as with Jusserand, the British 
embassy, like the French, has at no 
time been a center of intrigue or a 
headquarters of manipulation. 

The result has been unmistak- 
able. There are no partisan or per- 
sonal shades of feeling about 


Grey’s ali too brief stay in Wash- 
ington. It has been a success, de- 
spite the limitations imposed by the 
president’s iHness. It has material- 
ly contributed to lessening a meas- 
ure of exasperation at certain Brit- 
ish official utterances and the gen- 
eral belief at the capital is that 
Americas real feeling will be ade- 
quately and sympathetically pre- 
served with Grey back in London,

Cough and Keep Well. 

The mechanism is cough: A deep 
inspiration is taken. The trapdoor 
of the larnyx or voice box is closed 
and a strong expiratory effort is 
made. When the pressure withia 
the chest is’ great enough the trap- 
door suddenly flies open and the 
air rushes out with great force. 
This forced draft blows out of the 
chest foreign matter, through the 
mouth, since the soft palate closes 
off the exit through the nose. All 
of this wonderful protective me- 
chanism is controlled by a special 


longata at the base of the brain. 

Value of the cough’ mechanism: 
(1) Automatically expels minute 
foreign particles accidentally in- 
haled. (2) Rids the-chest of mucus 
(slime) and other exudates or secre- 
tions thrown out by inflamed sur- 
faces. (3) Mobilizes pleural sur- 
faces, (covering of the lung and lin- 
ing of the chest cavity) which 
might otherwise become glued to- 
gether permanently by adhesions 
from inflammation, in pleurisy. | 

If the delicate nervous control of 
the cough mechanism is impaired, 
as by alcoholism, dope (in drug- 
store cough remedies), great de- 
bility (advanced age or early in- 
fancy), serious disease like pneu- 
monia is more readily produced by 
infected or germ-laden foreign par- 
ticles accidentally inhaled, or by 
minute particles of food “going 
down the wrong way.” 

To stop or check a cough with 
opiates or with cannabis indica (In- 
dian hemp) or any other sensation- 


a& great many credulous people 
when they develop a disease accom- 
panied with cough, is obviously 
playing with fire. a 

There are times when it is not 
only justifiable but advisable for 
the best interest of the patient that 
the cough be temporarily checked. 
Such times are serious times, and 
the procedure is strictly a problem 
for the physician to solve. 

Beyond doubt a great many seri- 
ous and fatal occurrences are at- 
tributable to the dope lightly pour- 
ed in by the dupe in the early stage 
of some slight respiratory infec- 
tion with cough as a symptom. 

An individual’s.sensations are no- 
tortously deceptive as regards the 
seat of the trouble which produces 
cough. In ordinary .coryza (vulgar- 
ly called head cold) in young chil- 
dren or babies, an annoying cough 
often convinces an anxious mother 
that penumonia or at least “cold on 
the chest” is present. If she is a 
thoughtless mother she is likely to 
become panic-stricken and “try” 
some cough dope on the poor child, 
thus encouraging the very thing she 
fears. 

It is the usual thing for an adult 
with laryngitis (inflammation in 
the voice box) to declare that his 
“cold must be settled deep in the 
chest,” for he is sure, from the feel- 
ing, that the cough comes from way 
down in the back of his lungs. 

Children with acute adenoiditis 
(inflammation of the third tonsil, 
the adenoid body) generally have a 
brassy, croupy cough, worse at 
night, and suggestive, to the anx- 
ious parents, of all sorts of serious 
things. 

I fail, as usual, to say what Is 
good for cough. My advice is this; 


Leave the cough alone, or consult 
your doctor.

ANSW ER—Yes. If the disease 
has been apparently arrested for 
sometime prior to her expectancy 
there is no reason why her children 
should not be normal. However, in 
any such instance, in my opinion, 
the expectant mother should have a 
course of anti-syphilitic treatment 
under her physician’s direction. If 
a child is not syphilitic at birth the 
child has not inherited syphilis, ac- 
cording to present knowledge. In 
other words, the disease ig congen- 
ital, but not hereditary.

He said that since 
the opehing of the market they have 
moved their largest store to the 
closest location they could get and 
that the added trade they have se- 
cured by reason of the largé num- 
bers of out-of-town customers who 
come to attend the market, has 
nearly doubled their business. They 
have also added several departments 
to their storg which thev did not 
carry previously and which would 
today be impossible of maintenance 
were it not for the market. He said 
they met the market prices, and,

Another advantage of the market, 
which was particularly stressed ty 
the board of trade officials, was the 
manner in which it had brought 
about the cultivation of truck gar- 
dens and florists éstablishments ai 
over the surrounding country. For 
sixty miles around the city there 
are to be found truck gardens every- 
where the traveler journeys, all of 
which send their produce regularly 
to the Knoxville market. 


Advertises City. 


Then as an advertisement for the 
city it is considered an invaluable 
asset, 

The secretary of the Knoxville 
board of trade told Mrs. Thomas: 

“We wouldn't be without our 
market even if it wasn't worth a 
penny to us as a direct money- 
maker. You see, it is the equal of 
a permanent fair, or exposition. 
Every day tourists, en route by 
train or auto, come here and ask 
to be directed to the market.- They 
have heard of our success and have 
stopped over. One man said to me 
yesterday only: 

“It's the wrong season of the 
year for me to make a tour of your 
surrounding country and examine 
your farms, and besides I haven't 
the time. But I can go down to 
your market, look over the produce 
displayed for sale and get a per- 
fect idea of the farming possibili- 
ties in your surroundink country,’” 

Ever since the establishment of 
the market every stall has been 
rented, There is always a waiting 
list of tenants, The city furnishes 
for the rental named above marble- 
topped counters on which the goods 
for sale are displayed, light, heat 
and water. 

Mrs. Thomas is very enthusiastic 
over the prospects of a market for 
Atlanta, and says she has been as- 
sured by prominent officials that all 
she need do now is secure the site.

WILL LECTURE TUDAY 


Granville Barker, the  distin- 
guished English playwright, who 
will lecture this afternoon at 4 
o'clock at Egleston Memorial hall 
under the auspices of the Drama 
league, arrived in Atlanta Monday 
night. The subject of his lecture 
will be “The Only Possible Theater.” 
During his stay in Atlanta the lec- 
turer will be at the Georgian Ter- 
race hotel 

Mr. Barker will be tendered a 
luncheon at 1 o’clock today at the 
Capital City club by the Drama 
league. The cost will be $2 a plate, 
and all members of the league and 
the Martha Berry circle have been 
invited to attend. 

The famous dramatist looks to be 
not over 30 years old, and he might 
easily be taken for a prosperous 
American business man who must 
have inherited money, as he could 
not be supposed old enough to have 
accumulated a fortune by his own 
efforts, 

The play which he regards as 
his best, “Madras House,” was first 
produced by an American manager, 
Charles Frohman, in his London 
theater, and it is fairly well known 
that Mr. Barker’s rise to fame dat- 
ed from tha tevent. 

In a talk with a Constitution re- 
porter last night the playwright 
Said that he intended “Madras 
House” to have a sub-title setting 
forth the fact that it was meant 
to depict “36 hours in the life of an 
average man.” But it has been ac- 
cepted a8 an accurate study of cer- 
tain phases of British life and man- 
ners, and Mr. Barker says himself 
that he does not expect ever to 
be able to write a play upon an 
American theme. In his lecture at 
Eggleston hall today Mr. Barker 
Says he means to make as clear as 
possible in a short address some of 
hjs most salient opinions on the 
importance of art in cc mmunity life. 

In England,” said Mr. Barker, “a 
movement is now being tried to in- 
duce the government to establish 
and maintain the theater as a na- 
tional institution, as in the case of 
the parks, the great museums, etc. 
But this plan will not succeed, to 
judge from present appearances. 

A better way.is for the com- 
munity to build, equip and support 
its own theater, as it does its clubs, 
its playgrounds, and the community 
affairs for the general benefi-. 
Some progress on this line has al- 
readv been made, and more is in 
Prospect. But the idea is in ite 


infancy, and we are looking to the 
intelligence and enterprise of 
Americans to develop it to a stage 
where it may be made a great and 
beneficent community asset.” 

Perhaps no higher .tribute has 
been paid to the American military 
forces that passed through England 
on their way to the continent than 
this by Granville Barker: 

“It was a marvelous sight to see 
that great host, all perfectly sober, 
entirely orderly, and under the 
most perfect discipline. It was a 
revelation to the whole world.”

_ “Whereas, the use of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage is productive 
of pauperies, degradation and 
crime, and believing it is our duty 
to discourgge that which produces 
more evil than good, we therefore 
pledge ourselves to abstain from 
the use of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage.” 

The Lincoln-Lee legion has never 
been pushed to any great extent in 
the south, but it has hundreds of 
thousands of members in other sec-. 
tions of the country, according to 
the leaders of the movement that 
are now in Atlanta in connection 
with the present campaign. 


MINE OWNERS REPLY

While 
she is not said to have been fully 
healed, she is reported to have im- 
proved to a great extent after the 
single ministration of the noted 
English layman. 

There was one woman who had 
a hand which was paralyzed so that 
she was unable to open it. After 
Mr. Hickson had placed his hands 
on her head in prayer, she was 
healed. She left the church Mon- 
day showing her friends that she 
was able to use her hand free- 
ly. 

One girl who was partially deaf, 
is reported to have received back 
her hearing. 

A little girl who has suffered 
with emarged glands in her arm, 
attended the Saturday’ services. 
That night, for the first time since 
she can remember, she did not suf- 
fer pains in her arm. 

One woman who said that she 
had had terrible pains, reported 
after Monday’s service that every 
pain had ceased. 

These were among the healings 
reported from the mission at St. 
Luke’s church. Monday’s services 
began at 10 o’clock, and continued 
until after 1 o’clock. Today the 
mission will begin at the same 
hour. 

Begin Gathering Early. 

Although scheduled for 10 o’clock, 
people began gathering outside St. 
Luke’s church by daybreak Mon- 
day morning. When 10 o’clock 
came the church was filled, and 
people were standing up around 
the sides of the church, and at the 
back. They were at both en- 
trances to the vestibule, and were 
on the lawn of the church, on 
crutches, in wheel chairs, patiently 
waiting their turn. It was an- 
nounced that no more could be 
accommodated, but even this an- 
| nouncement did not discourage 
them, and they remained waiting 
outside. Finally as the crowd in 
the church thinned out as people 
went up to the altar and left, those 
outside were permitted to come 
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in. 
It is difficult to estimate the 
number who went up to the altar, 


but there were at least 800. The 
sight was more moving even‘than 
on Saturday, on account of the in- 
creased attendance. The gallery was 
filled, and all of the choir stalls 
were occupied, the worst afflicted 
being taken up to the chancel imme- 
diately. After a prayer, and a clear 
talk explaining the principle of the 
mission, Mr. Hickson began the 
laying on of hands, going from one 
to the other of those at the chancel. 

It was an affecting sight. On 
the elevated chancel could be seen 
persons with all sorts of afflictions. 
Over in one corner sat a middle 
aged woman with dark glasses. She 
was bilnd, and on her face was 
written the pathetic tale always 
found on those who see not. Next 
to her was a father holding up an 
adorable little girl of two years.

Render Fuller, the paralyzed boy 
from the Home for the Incurables, 
who has no use of either his legs 
or. his hands, was brought up to 
the chancel.

&@ baby six months old was car- 
ried up in his mgther’s arms. He 
had a cruelly twisted spine. 

Wheel chairs—there seemed a pit- 
iful, endless stream of them. To 
count them was impossible.

Many per, 
sons were carried up to the altar 
in plain, straight chairs. To some 
even the touch of a chair was pain- 
ful, and others could not sit up 
straight enough for a chair.

“One could tell at once, even while 
Mr. Hickson was praying over a 
person, whether or not he would be 
improved,” said a clergyman.

His 
work here will conclude with the 
services held at St. Luke’s this 
morning at 10° o'clock.

Professional Traders 
SendPricesDownward 


BY R. L. BARNUM

New York, January 19.—In view of the favorable week-end state- 
ment of the federal reserve bank here, showing an increase in reserve 
rates on from 38.6 to 41.4, Wall street came downtown this morning 
expecting to see a better stock market. It was hoped that improve- 
ments in the position of our federal reserve bank would be reflected by 
easier money. 

United States Rubber did open 1% points higher to 125%, Crucible 1% 
up to 205, General Motors 3% up to 30944. Then the professional 
traders began to sound the market. The result was a hollow sound 
here and there, more than enough to encourage short selling. Before 
noon United States Rubber had dropped from 125% to 12214, Crucible 
from 209 to 19914, General Motors from 307% to 302. 

Professional traders, that is, those who make money, never ignore 
their soundings. If what they hear sounds hollow, they sell; if the 
sound is solid they buy. Soundings are taken by actual transactions on 
the stock exchange floor. A stock is bought; if it is hard to get the 
buyer adds to his holdings. If it comes too easy, the buyer immediately 
sells his tong stock and then goes short. 


Atlanta Bank Shows Decrease. 


As the day developed it was made plain why the stock market gave 
out a hollow instead of solid sound at this morning’s soundings. When 
the week-end statements of other federal reserve banks were carefully 
examined it was found that while the reserve ratio for the New York 
bank had increased from 38.6 a week ago to 41.4, the bank at Atlanta 
showed a decrease of from 53.8 to 49.4; that of Chicago from 53.9 to 
49.7, the one at St. Louis from 53.6 to 47.1, the one at Cleveland from 
49.5 to 47.9. 3 7 

On further examination it was found that individual statements of 
these banks showed increases in discounts to other banks. Uansas 
City showed a decrease in its reserve ratio of from 42.3 to 41.7, and 
Dallas from 49.3 to 47.3, but neither showed an increase in its discounts 
to other banks. As a whole, the reserve ratio of the federal reserve 
banks decreased from 49.4 to 45.1, making the statement as a whole 
of this week-end worse than that of a week ago. 

In brief, the improvement shown by the federal reserve bank here 
was Micawber stuff. Our bank did not really improve its position; it 
merely borrowed from the banks at Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis and 
Cleveland. ° 


Wall Street Gossip. 


Wall street was greatly surprised in view of the favorable week-end 
bank statement when call money opened at 8 per cent and time money 
opened at 8%. This surprise disappeared, however, when it was learned 
that the federal reserve bank has improved its position by giving notes 
to the federal reserve banks. During the last hour call money dropped 
to 6 per cent, and there was considerable recovery in the stock market. 

Liberty bonds were lower again this morning. Until the -noney 
situation rights itself these bonds will continue to decline.as long as a 
large amount is being carried on borrowed money. That means that 
such holders will be forced by higher interest rates to take some very 
large losses. But such losses will be to the advantage of investors with 
idle capital. The lower U. S. government bonds go the better buy they 
are for investors with idle cash. 

International Mercantile Marine common, now selling under 40, is 
lower than at any time since last April. Last July the price was 67. 
The preferred shares which sold at 128% last May are now selling 
around 96, the lowest level reached since last February, when the low 
for the year was made at 92%. From reliable sources it is learned 
that the first time since the very beginning of the. war there was a 
surplus of shipping tonnage. Today the various shipping companies 
are back on a competitive basis. Today steamship companies are again 
out after business and some ships are sailing without being fully 
loaded. As a rule rates are being shaded. Lower rates mean smaller 
earnings. It should be kept in mind that the lower earnings will be 
compared with those of the high war time. Stock-market-wise, how- 
ever, Wall street is after facts not explanations. 


Liberal Treatment Anticipated. . 


In case it comes to “allocation of credit” amoung the various dis- 
tricts of the country by the federal reserve board, a possibility that is 
being actively discussed in Wall street, some people feel that the 
stock market has a good claim to liberal treatment, based on the large 
amount of new securities brought out within the past year. The 
opinion is expressed that 75 per cent of these issues, many of which 
were in the form of preferred stock, represented actual investment in 
productive enterprises. Moreover, a large amount of the securities 
also represented the virtual funding of bank loans and the transfer 
of the load to the general public. | 

Much mystification exists as to the purpose and workings of the 
stock clearing corporation which will before long be put to work by 
the stock exchange. It may be explained in a word, as an extension 
and adaptation of the principle of “clearing” or offsetting of debits 
and credits as used by the banks and by the stock exchange itself in 
settling stock balances. At present, if a broker during the day buys 
10,000 shares of steel, and sells 9,000 the next day he receives and 
must pay for 1,000 shares. It may be that he has to borrow to pay 
for the steel, notwithstanding that his sales for all stocks on the given 
day may exceed in volume his purchases, thereby eventully bringing 
inja surplus of cash. It is the purpose of the new corporation to per- 
mit not only the offsetting of stock balances, but of cash balances. 
The result, it is hoped, will be a reduction of 65 per cent in the ‘amount 
of brokers’ “certifications” at the banks, 

Wild Speculation In Rubles. 

Announcement of the lifting of the Russian blockade was the 
cause of wild speculation in Russian rubles in the local market today, 
local speculators bidding the price up to four cents per ruble, as com- 
pared with a price of 2.30 and 2.10 prevailing on Friday. 

In view of the preliminary estimates made as to what was earned 
by the B. F. Goodrich ‘company last year, rumors were circulated 
around the street that an increase in the dividend rate may be looked 
for following the meeting of the directors to be held on Wednesday. 
According to reports the company earned an amount equal to about 
$23 per share on the common stock after payment Of all preferred divl- 
dends but after the deduction of federal taxes. This would compare 
with about $65 earned in the full year 1919 after payment of taxes. 

Announcement is made by the local banking interests of the offer- 
ing of 80,000 shares of the DeBeers consolidated mines in this market. 
According to the announcement, five American shares have been is-. 
sued against two British shares. The offering price is $47 per share 
with sales being made in the outside market at that price. The 
DeBeers company produces about 80 per cent of the world’s diamond 
output, but besides this the company has many other interests be- 
cause of its large land holdings. It is also a very large producer of 
coal and raises much cattle. Dividends equal $2.25. per American 
share have been paid thus far during the current fiscal year which 
ends on June 30.

Corn Prices at Close Un- 
settled, Varying From 
1-8c Net Decline to 1 1-4 
Advance — Crop Move- 
ment Hindrance Will 
Prove Price Stimulant. 


Chicago, January 19.—Cold wave 
predictions, together with a rather 


general snow storm, did a good 
deal today to make the corn mar- 
ket average higher, Closing prices 
were unsettled,» varying from 1-8c 
net decline to 1 .-4c advance, with

Waycross, Ga., January 19.—(Spe-

NEW COMET IS FOUND 
BY SPANISH OBSERVER 


Cambridge, Mass., January 19.— 
Discovery of a new comet by a 
Spanish observer was announced by 
the Harvard observatory tonight. 
A cablegram to the observatory 
from Professor Lecointe, in charge 


of the new central international 
bureau of astronomical telegrams 
at Brussels, gave the information 
that the comet had been discovered 
on January 13 by Comas Sola, di- 
rector of the observatory at Bar- 
celona. 

The comet at present is visible 
only in a large telescope. Its po- 
sition when discovered was right 
ascension eight hours, six minutes, 
forty-four seconds, declination mi- 
nus twenty-two degrees, 
thre minutes, no ‘seconds.

LODGE DOUBTS 
PACT COMPROMISE

seen whether we can come to any 
agreement which will command a 
two-thirds vote of the senate.” 

One thousand guests were pres- 
ent at dinner, which was given by 
a committee “of American busli- 
ness men,” headed by R. M. Hurd, 
Henry M. Marsh, George Henry 
Payne, Jutam S. Bache, L. F. Loree, 
Otto H. Kahn and James M. Beck. 
Colonel George Harvey was to have 
acted as toastmaster, but was una- 
ble to be present on account of 
iliness. Senator Borah, of Idaho. 
was also invited to be a guest of 
honor, but telegraphed that the so- 
viet hearing detained him in Wash- 
ington. James T. Williams, editor 
of The Boston Transcript, acted as 
toastmaster in the place of Colonel 
Harvey. 

What Lodge Says, 

In his telegram Senator Lodge 
said he had worked all through 
the-summer with many other sena- 
tors “to agree on reservations which 
would protect the peace and sover- 
eignty and the independence of the 
United States, but which would 
cover only our relations to the 
league of nations.” He said “the 
reservations as finally agreed upon 
were drafted by those who desired 
to have the treaty ratified” and 
that many of the senators who 
voted for them made large conces- 
Sions in doing so, 

“The president meanwhile 
never altered his position,” said 
Senator Lodge. “In his letter to the 
democrats at the Jackson day dinner 
he declared that while there could 
be no objection to interpretations 
which would really be valueless for 


the protection of our independence 
and our rights the treaty must be 
ratified without change which 
would in any way alter its meaning. 
In other words, the president is un- 
willing to make concessions.” 

A telegram from Senator Knox, of 
Pennsylvania, was also read, in 
which he declared that if he voted 
to advise the ratification of ‘the 
treaty he would feel that he had 
“compromised my Americanism,” 
Surrendered my judgement to others 
and consciously refused to follow 
the clearest convictions I have ever 
entertained upon a public question.” 
Senator Knox declared he had fa- 
vored a constructive program to 
abolish war and secure international 
justice, but that hé-could not agree 
that the senate had power to dele- 
gate any part of American sover- 
eignty to a foreign political council] 
such as is created by the terms of 
the treaty. 

Reed Predicts Trenty Defent. 

Defeat of the peace treaty, with or 
without reservations, was predicted 
here tonight by Senator James A. 
Reed. Senator Johnson declared 
that the Lodge reservations, 
while not wholly protecting the 
United States, did give a measure of 
protection and that they were the 
“irreducible minimum” on which no 
compromise could be made. 

“The irreducible minimum of pro- 
tection to our country,” said Sena- 
tor Johnson, “must sharply and ab- 
solutely mark the line. The neces- 
sity of this protection is now gen- 
erally conceded; that it is the least 
that could be done is admitted. 

‘Compromise of the protection 
thus essential leaves our country 
and its institutions menaced and 
imperiled. Compromise with an 
irreducible minimum is abject sur- 
render. The United States senate, 
not only for the maintenance of its 
own dignity and its high purpose, 
but because pt its lofty patriotism, 
can permit “no substantial modifi- 
cation or alteration of the measure 
of protection it has demanded and 
won for the republic.” 

The California senator declared 
that President Wilson had abandoned 
one by one of his original fourteen 
points until “we saw good inten- 
tions surrendered to. sinister old- 
world diplomacy and the American 
people held a sad intellectual in- 
quest over a dead hope.” He de- 
clared that every great nation had 
exacted its price for the league 
of nations, and that America “paid 
for acceptance of the league in the 
surrender of our principles and the 
barter of peoples and territories, 
and then guaranteed the awful toll 
taken for all time.”’ 


Labor Provisions Attacked. 


Seator Johnson asserted that the 
“menace of the league’ was scarcely 
less than “the menace of the labor 
provisions” in the peace treaty. “I 
bez, you to remember,” he _ said, 
“that not only has Great Britain 
six times the representation and 
six times the voting power of the 
United States under the league, but 
under the treaty in the tremendous- 
ly important labor conference, Great 
Britain has twenty-four representa- 
tives, the United States has four. 
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“Unlimited powers apparently are 
granted to the conference, and.in 
this conference American labor, the 
most conservative there is in the 
world, has four votes out of 128. 

“The highest standards of labor 
are those in our country. The best 
paid labor is here. Ours is the only 
labor group which has expressed 
opposition to bolshevism. Radical- 


ropean labor. The labor conference 
under the treaty will not American- 
ize European labor. The fear is 
that they might botshevize Ameri- 
can labor. We have our domestic 
problems, pressing and acute in 
these trying times. All of the wis- 
dom and statesmanship we have are 
required now for our own. And 
while we will never selfishly refuse 
to do our part in the world and 
perform our obligations to humani-« 
ty and civilization, it is our right, 
indeed, our highest duty, first to be 
Americans.”

“First, Germany, hungering 
for food, in distress for machinery 
and raw materials, has all along 
been anxious to buy everything we 
will offer her. Second, we have in 
fact been for months trading 
with Germany, the trade being lim-
